Foil Athens 
Plot to Kill 
Churchill, Eden

ATHENS, Dec, 26.—(BUP) 
—Nearly a ton of dynamite 
was found cached in a sewer 
directly before the Great Brit- 
ain hotel, British and Greek 
government headquarters, to- 
day only a few hours before 
Prime Minister Churchill was 
to convoke a peace conference 
with Elas and Greek govern- 
ment leaders. 

British sources believed the 
explosives had been planted by 
left-wing Elas forces in an at- 
tempt to destroy the hotel and, 
with it, Churchill, foreign secre- 
tary Anthony Eden, Lt.-Gen. Ron- 
ald Scobie, British commander in 
Greece, and Greek government 
officials, 

It was learned that the explosives 
were placed in the sewer, which 
extends beneath the hotel, during 
the night sometime after the ar- 
rival of Churchill and Eden in 
Athens had been annou 1ced

MOSCOW, Dec. 26.- (BUP)—The 
Red Army stormed into Budapest 
from the west today after appar- 
ently completing its encirclement 
in a spectacular flanking sweep 
that doomed thousands of German 
and Hungarian troops to death or 


surrender inside the tottering 
capital, 
A new Hungarian provisional 


government already was preparing 
to enter Budapest behind the Red 
army, 

German panzers, infantry and 
self-propelled guns counter-at- 
tacked at least 25 times in the 
past 24 hours, but finally fell 
back into the city for a last-ditch 
stand. The advancing Russians 
slashed across all railways and 
presumably also had severed the 
last two secondary highways run- 
ning northeast to Vienna. 

Marshal Feodor I. Tolbukhin’s 
third Ukrainian army broke open 
the western flank of the Axis lines 
around Budapest yesterday after a 
swirling five-day battle that cost 
the Germans and Hungarians al- 
most 20,000 men killed or captured.

Justice Harry William Lunney,

He practiced law for some time 
in Montreal prior to coming west

The Day After 


The White Christmas votaries got the 
decision. Not only hereabouts, but from 
the Pacific watershed clear to the Atlantic, 
across all the provinces and well down into 
the middle belt of United States. Weather- 
wise it was a traditional Christmas day, 
with snow and cold calling for blazing 
hearth fires, and warm wraps for those 
who went abroad. If the merry jingle of 
sleigh-bells was missing, that was the fault 
of change in our methods of getting about, 
not of bare roads. 

It was a Christmas of great giving, wit- 
ness the crowds which have thronged the 
stores for weeks. Supplies of suitable 
goods were limited, in many lines alto- 
gether missing, and the buyers’ range of 
selection narrower than it has been with- 
in memory. But the buying was phen- 
omenal. It seems certain that Canadians 
never before spent so much Christmas 
money at the counters. In many instances 
they were more eager to buy than the mer- 
chant was to sell; for the storeman was 
pulled two ways, by the demands of his 
customers and by wonder as to when he 
could replenish his stock if he let go the 
goods he had on hand. 

Never before had so many people money 
to spend, on themselves and their friends, 
and in contributions to Christmas cheer 
funds. And assuredly they were never 
more willing to spend it. The Scrooges must 
have had a grand grouch as they watched 
the carnival of “extravagance.” Let them 
grumble! May every Christmas to come 
find Canadian hearts as full of kindliness 
and their pockets as well equipped to allow 
free play to the generous impulse! 


Behind the Lines 


French authorities have warned the 
public that bands of Nazis are roaming the 
country, dressed in British and American 
army uniforms, with identification docu- 
ments all complete, seeking opportunities 
to commit sabotage and make trouble in 
every way they can for the French and 
Allied authorities. 

It would be absurd to suppose all these 
disguised enemies are Germans, No doubt 
there is a good sprinkling of French col- 
laborateurs among them, who vanished 
from places where they were known when 
the occupation forces were run out. 

It would be equally absurd to suppose 
that France is the only liberated country 
where such roving enemy bands exist. 
France is in fact the one where they would 
be supposed to be least able to operate, for 
the civil authority has been established 
there more quickly and completely than in 
any other freed area, and there justice is 
hottest on the trail of both alien and native 
Nazis. 

The-moral of it is that not all the Hit- 
lerites are in front of the Allied armies, It 
is behind these armies that the spies and 
agents of the Fuehrer can do most mis- 
chief, with the assistance of the Quisling 
element that has been found to exist in 
every country which fell into his control. 
There is a lot of clearing-up to be done in 
the back areas of the liberated states,

What Was 


Behind It? 

There are signs that Marshal Rund- 
stedt's surprise offensive may have about 
spent its force, Estimates are that he put 
250,000 men and 600 tanks into the drive. 
With what object is a matter of surmise. 
He can hardly have expected to reconquer 
Belgium and France against forces which 
outnumber his entire army group spread 
along the West Wall! But short of doing 
that the drive was and is bound to end 
eventually ‘nowhere’, 

It is not to be supposed the German 
commander had not some powerful reason 
in mind, The one that suggests itself most 
readily is that he hoped to prolong the 
fighting by pushing the Allied forces back 
from his fortified line. That may have 
been accomplished, though the question 
remaing whether the gain was worth the 
price. His losses in men and equipment 
have been heavy, and subsequent losses 


| 
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can be far heavier, for his blitzkrieg col- 
umn is exposed to flank attacks from both 
sides, 

But why should the Marshal gamble 
men and equipment he can ill spare in 
order to put off the general attack on his 
Siegfried line for a few weeks or months? 
He is too good a soldier to not know that 
the odds are so heavily against Germany 
as to put victory beyond his reach. 
Why prolong the struggle at the cost of 
moving a great army out of defence posi- 
tions and exposing it to the losses of open 
warfare? And could that really prolong the 
struggle anyway? 

As likely a guess as any is that the 
spectacular drive was designed to win, not 
a military success, but a political success 
on the home fronts of the Allied nations, 
Berlin may have reasoned that protracted 
fighting against an enemy which showed 
unsuspected reserve strength, and the 
losses bound to fall upon the Allied armies, 
would start a clamor in the Allied coun- 
tries for early peace—even if the ‘uncon- 
ditional surrender’ demand had to be 
given up and a negotiated settlement 
arranged. 

It is this demand for unconditional 
surrender that the German militarists 
have cause to fight to the last ditch. They 
probably would not at all mind admitting 
defeat now and making another treaty on 
the Versailles pattern, That is their last 
remaining hope of emerging from World 
War II in position to get ready for World 
War III. If Germay has to accept Allied 
terms unconditionally the military caste 
will be through, Prussia will be split, and 
the trade of the war-makers will be gone. 

The Rundstedt drive may have been 
calculated to show Allied civilians that the 
cost of utterly defeating Germany will be 
terrible, so terrible that they had better 
bring pressure upon their leaders to modi- 
fy the “unconditional surrender” demand 
and get the business over with. However 
little chance there may be that it can 
succeed, that is the one hope the Prussian 
war-propagators have to escape perman- 
ent liquidation.

commonplace in the life of the 
British Prime Minister. 

Today Churchill, whose counten- 
ance combines the pink cheeks of 
a cherub with'the belligerence of 
a bulldog, appears as sound in 
mind and body as ever and his 
doctors wonder why. He betrays 
some slight signs of fatigue, per-| 
haps, but he refuses to relax his 
furious pace of living. This not 
only includes giant-killing hours 
of work, black cigars, and 
whisky and soda, but long, hazar- 
dous dashes all over the map. 

Just a year ago Churchill went 
to Teheran where exhausting con- 
ferences induced a bout with 
pneumonia, which nearly did him 
in. Twice within a year pneu-
